With Breathitt in the 
Democratic column whereil»jntt* 
iv belongs, the Republicans are 
without a ghost of a showing to 
elect either the Judicial officers 
in the 28rd Judicial district or a 
Oongressman in the Tenth Con- 
gressional district. 

FarcM "Trust Bwtlaff." 

Former Oover nor W. L. Doug 
las, of Massachusetts, who under- 
stands the tariff question better 
perhaps than any other man in 
this country, declares that the 
"trust busting'' business, as con- 
ducted in Washington, is farcial 
aii<l th;it neither the jjolicies nor 
the uiothods of i'resideut Roose- 
velt are right.

To all patients who cannot af- 
ford to purcli;!-*' such supplies 
themselves, milk and eggs will 
be furnished free, and private 
nurses will he provided for such 
patients as are unable to pay for 
nurses' services. The public is
